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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . The restriction filed on May 26, 2006 is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Vogt (US 
Patent 1,052,193). Vogt discloses a device having a plate (the examiner does not differentiate 
between the claimed plate and the reference's tool 3 - this element mimics the properties of a 
plate including having a uniform thickness) having upper and lower surfaces and an indentation 
(groove 2) in at least one of the surfaces. The indentation has a textured surface comprising a 
plurality of asperities (rib 1), a radius, and a contour that is spherical (Figures 1-7) and mirrors its 
imprint. This invention is capable of imprinting the texture of the textured surface on any article 
as desired including an electrode. 

4. Regarding claims 5 and 7, it has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in 
which the article is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed article from a 
prior art article satisfying the claimed structural limitation. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6, 8, and 17-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of texturing an electrode comprising 
steps of placing a tool between an electrode and a stop surface, pressing the electrode against the 
tool such that the tip of the electrode is pressed against the textured surface of the tool and 
thereby imprinting the texture of the textured surface in the tip of the electrode. Further searching 
by the examiner yielded additional prior art as follows: US Patent 3,304,857. Therefore, it is 
concluded by the examiner that claims 9-16 of the present invention are allowable.
